— That there having been no ſuch Commiſſioners appointed, as ever the reduced and ditharged 
Men could be informed of, their Neceſſities are every day grown more milcrabl: for want of 
Relief therein. . And it 1s too obvious to the World, that the penury and want of too many of 


ther, ( after ſo any years ſpent in his Majefties Service, ) hath rendred them the derifion of 


-their Enemies, and reduced their Famylies to a ſtarving condition : Whilit the impati-nce of too 


fo mary (not accuftomed to ſuch neceſlity*s) to ſupporc:themſelves, have run keadiong (by in- 
direct ways) to fill the Goals as Offenders; and too. often brought therafelves ty ſhameful {uriſh- 
Tnents, with an Odium to their Famylies, and diſhonour to their ſtation. 
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And it is preſumed, with all ſubmiſſion, that its the intent and defire of his ajefty; thar all 


'thofe that are, diſcharged and reduced our of his ſeveral Regiments. of Light Horſe, and on: of 
. His Service, ſhould be cleared of all their Arrears of Pay reſpeCtively, and not that they ſhould be 
reduced to fuch miſery for want thereof. Altttd they are not likely to obtain the ſame, che re. 


duced and diſcharged Men, bcing not able to. profecure their Claims againſt their Oifcers ar 
Common Law, or in a capacity to pay the Charges and Fees on Commirrecs, unleſs this Hono. 
rable Houſe, in your mature Wiſdoms, do take ſuct care thatithere may be a method hay where 
the reduced and diſcharged: men may have liberty co-give their Officers a ful] Charge of their Pay 
due, and which their Officets muſt diſcharge'by montiey paid; debrs diſcharged, ard focti Reg:- 
mentary Deductions as by Law allowed according to the proportion of cheir reſpective Services : 
and that their Officers may becompelled to pay what ſhall appear to be to them reſpetively due 
thercon. And were ſuch method taken, icwonld be a means not only to prevent the trenbles rhar 
do and may daily atttend this Honorable Houſe on the account of the Army in'general, /bur it 
would leave this Honorable Houſe at liberty: to proſecute the Publick Afﬀairs ct the Kingdom

in Flanders ; and that their Officers have ftopt out of their Subſiſtance, in the Campaigns in the years 1623, 94, 
9s, & 96, for Mounting Money ; with ſeveral other Regimentary DeduQtions for. Tents, Tent Equipsge, &ce 
and 10d. or 12d. per Month for Clerks Fees, charge of Money, and other Contingencies, tne wiol- wnarge 
amounting to between 8L 'and 1ol. a Man per Annum, out of their immediate Subtiftance, ( which was aiw2xs 
efteemed) and humbly preſumed) dire&ted by A@ of Parliament to be paid withoitrany deductions. And rut 
their Accompts of their Service in in /reland are loaded with as large DeduQtions, altho in other termcs z and thoſe 
Regimentary Deductions are generally laid upon Private Men, Non- Commiſhon Officers and Trumpers, the Ot- 
ficers and their Servants going free (altho they at#times took the firft, and moſt times largeſt thare,) to the great 
Impoveriſhing the Troopers, but Enriching the Officers, who claim, poſſeſs, and enjoy, atl Money due to (lead, 
abſent, or diſcharged Men z whilft the Widows, Orphans, and Relations of ſuch, and who have rihtto rec-tve 
the ſame; are reduced to great Penury and VVant, and are ſo likely to continue, unleis reheved by this Honos 
rable Houſe ; the Officers dechring they wifl pay none but what they are gdireded to pay by your Honours. = 

' That with all ſubmiſſion it is preſumed , it may not be. unworthy the Conſideration of this Honorable 
Houſe to obſerve what methods have been uſed on all occaſions to ftop Money out of the real Subfiltance due fe 
the Troopers (contrary to AT of Parkament) Tr, and how remiſs and unwilling they are to comply and ſhew
